‘The Secession Conyention of the State of Loutsi- 
ana will assemble at Baton Rouge on Wednesday, 
23d inst. It is assumed, as a matter of course, 
that it will at once praceed to vote tho State out 
of the Union. The chences are, indeod, that this 
will bo done; for in Louisiana, aa in other Gulf 
States, the power seems to have passed ont of tho 
hands of men of property and station to be mo- 
nopolized by the class whioh has nothing to Joao. 
Btill, it can hardly be thet so wealthy a State o& 
Lonisisna will he sufered (o deliberately commit, 
comunercial suicide withont somo protest from 
those whom that suicide will ruin, Leuisiaua, be- 
sides being e largo cotton growing State, is tho 
largest producer of sugar in the Union, and 
by far the heaviest exporter of cotton. It is easy, 
to see that the socession of tho-State ix going to 
annihilate both these interests—that of the sugar 
planters and tbat of the cotton ehippers. The 
sugar crop of Louisiana in 1859 was worth 
about $13,000,000; the crop of 1880 will herdly bo 
worth as much, in consequence of the recent 
heavy fall in prices; in 185, when some 350,000 
hhde, were raised, Louisiana received for ker 6u- 
gar something like $17,000,000, Theso figares will 
convey an idea of the amount of monoy which has 
been invested in land, machinery, negroes, &c., in 
the roising of suger in the State of Louisisna. 
Under the laws of the federal Union Louisiana 
sugar is protected by o daty of 30 per cent. 
‘Though the annnal importation of foreign sugars 
fs more than four times the prodact of the cane in 
Lonisiana, the people of the United Btates for 

may years patiently paid a tax of fifty, and now 
pay a tax of thirty per cent on their sugar, in or- 
der to foster the growth of the cane in that State. 
pa Toulsiong planters. hare wuk-sorm Joolared 
that this amoant of protéction Was Jauicquate, 
and that the duty ought to bo raised to fifty 
per cent, in order to lesve @ fair profit on 
their business; and when tho tariff is altered, 
‘as it will be this year, no doubt the daty on 
sngars will be raised. Bat what, in view 
of these facts, is to Become of the sugar interests 
of Lonisiana, when that State, separated from the 
Union, bocomes a member of a confederacy wed- 
ded to free trade? What is to become ofall the 
money invested in land, machinery gud negroes! 
It will be jlo to expect Georgia, Alabama and 
South Carolina to agree te tax their sugar. They 
are bent on having it free ‘from Caba. It is al- 
most the only substantial gain they can fairly ox- 
pect by eccession, And if,in order to secure the 
co-operation of Lonisfana at the present functare, 
they were to promise to agree to a duty on sugar, 
the promise would be repudiated the momeut 
Louliana had no longer tho power to distract the 
recession movement. ‘This point is surely worth 
somo consideration. ‘Then, again, New Orleans 
exports, besides sugar, corm, Xc., all the cotton 
grown in Lonisiana, Mississippi, Arkansas 
and higher np on tho Mississippi river. 
In 1869 the exports of New Orleans were 
oyer one hundred millions of dollars, more than 
those of New York in 1860, It must bo evident 
to every expenenced member of the Louisiana 
Convention that secession is going to stop this 
enormous trado, at least for several months. Tho 
secession of South Carolina closed the port of 
Charleston.

Our despatches from Washington stato that Col. 
Hayno, tho South Carolina Commissioner, ‘after 
conference with the secessionists at the capital, 
has conlderably modified his proposals to the go- 
vernment. He no longer demands the uncondi- 
tional surronder of Fort Sumtor to the authorities 
of South Carolina, but suggests that it be given 
up to them in order to prevent a collision and a 
useless ellvsion of blood. 

Wo havo no news of startling import from 
Charleston to-day, Goyornor Pickens has recom- 
mended the Legislature of South Carolina to in- 
creaso the army of that State, so a8 to be prepar- 
ed for enemies from any quarter, and also provide 
for fortifications and a seacoast police. 

In Congreas yesterday tho Senate took up tho 
Deficiency Appropriation bill ond passed it, 
Among other appropriations is one of 8350,000 for 
the Now York and California mail service, from 
‘Jaly 1, 1860, to Joly 1, 1861; $300,000 for a coaling 
station on the Isthmus of Panama, and o sum sufli- 
cient to carry out the provisions of law relative 
to tho Printing Boreav. Tho Pacific Railroad bill 
was then discussed till tho adjournment. In 
executive session the nomination of Mr. Holt as 
Scerotary of War was rocoived from the Presi- 
dent, and a lively contest arose between tho 
secessionist ani thoir opponents on the question 
of referring it to a committee. In this tho oppo- 
nents of Mr. Holt were defeated, and the nomina- 
tion will probably be confirmed to-day. In tho 
House the debate on the crisis of the nation was 
continued by Messra. Thomas, of Tennessce; 
Sickles, of Now York; Ashloy, of Obio, and Perry, 
of Maine, Tho discussion will be closéd to-dey by 
Mr, Sherman, of Ohio.

The Crisis Before the People—The Ap= 


proaching New England State Elce- 
tions. 


The ultimatum of Mr. Buchanan to the war- 
like requisition of South Carolina, through Colo- 
nel Hayno, for the surrender of Fort Sumter, 
has concentrated he publio attention upon the 
issue thus mado up of peace or war. Antici- 
pating a bloody collision, which may summon 
the whole country to arms, we apprehend that 
our readers of all parties are thus bronght to 
the opinion that prompt measures, calculated 
to avoid war, without sacrificing the honor or 
the prestige of tho general government, are 
much more important now than any sectional 
movements, propositions or concessions for the 
salvation of the Union. \ 

Admitting the force of this opinion, but still 
entertaining the hope that war in the interim 
will be avoided, so as to leave the incoming ad- 
ministration free to make its election between 
conciliation and coercion, we have the yhole | 
SE aeee ay =sCe (UF WAT; CONCIIS! 
tion or coercion, Union or disunion—still open 
before us. Our republican cotemporaries ad- 
‘monish us that “the first question to be decided 
is whether we have a government or not.” 
They demand, too, that the rights and the in- 
tegrity of the government of the Union shall 
first be vindicated in the enforcement of the 
laws, before any propositions involving further 
concessions to slavery can be entertained. 
Nor can it be denied that the moral strength of 
this government materially depends upon its 
capacity to enforce, if necessary, its constitu- 
tional rights against domestic usurpations, a3 
well os in resistance to foreign aggressions. 

‘The powers of the federal government are 
well defined. They are the powers surrendered 
by the States for the general welfaro; and so 
far they make the United States o single 
sovoreignty. Furthermore, as there is nothing 
in the constitution recognizing the right of o 
State to secede from the Union, and as there 
are no exceptional constitutional provisions, 
making any discrimination between acts of re- 
bellion against the federal government under 
State authority and similar acts without any 
such authority, we must concede the power of 
the federal government to enforce the laws of 
the Union not less to-day in South Carolina 
than in New York. But the exercise of this 
power, and the conditions and the extent of its 
exercise, at a crisis like this, and considering 
all the stubborn facts with which we have to 
deal, involve us in duties and dangers of the 
most difficult and delicate nature. There is 
the duty of execnting the Iuws; but there is 
the danger of precipitating a civil war, in 
which all laws, all political rights, all safe- 
guards of society, federal and local, may be 
destroyed. 

The framers of the constitution never 
reamed \of the possibility of a sectional re- 
volutionary imbroglio such as this; but for all 
causes of State or sectional complaints against 
the general government the needful remedy 
Was provided in the ways and means ordained 
for the revision of the constitution. This 
brings us to the main proposition of this arti- 
cle, to wit:—that if we maintain relations of 
peace between the general government and 
each and all of tho Southern States for a 
month or two longer, we may arrive at some 
manifestations directly from the people of the 
North which will bring the administration of 
Mr. Lincoln and the republican party practi- 
cally to the work of such concessions to the 
South os will saye the Union. 

A State election will come off in New Hamp- 
shire on the 12th of March; in Connecticut on 
the Ist of April, and in Rhode Island on the 
84 of the same month, comprehending in cach 
case the election of members of Congress. 
Beginning with New Hampshire, let the adyo- 
cates in that State of concessions to the South 
for the sake of the Union prepare, upon this

In the Board of Counciimen last evening a spicy

Let 
the friends of a compromise in New Hampshire 
begin with adopting something like the Critten- 
den propositions of pacification as the plat- 
form of their Congressional ticket ; and we be- 
lieve that upon this test the people of that State 
Will do their duty for the Union. We believe 


they will give a verdict in favor of a Union 
saving compromise that will create at once a 
general Northern reaction, and convince Mr. 
Lincola, his Premier, bis Cabinat and bis party, 
that if thoy would save themselves thoy must 
sacrifice their offensive anti-slavery abstractions 
upon the altar of the Union. 

Upon the test and with the result indicated 
in Now Hampshire, it is morally certain that a 
similor response would follow the same appeal 
to the peoplo of Connecticut and Rhode Island. 
‘The pressure of this fearful crisis of suspense 
and suspension, of political derangements and 
business disasters, has brought the people of 
Now England to some appreciation of the cash 
value of the Union, and of the South under our 
general government. We therefore conclude 
that after another month or two of this crisis 
they Will bo in o proper framo of mind to 
abandon their impracticable doctrines of ‘ hu- 
man freedom’ and negro philanthropy, for the 
sake of that rich Southern market for their 
more substantial “ Yankee notions,” which will 
be lost with tho separation of the South from 
the Union. 

Wo have appealed to the Prosident elect, 
and to his appointed Premier, to come forward 
t6 the rescuo of the country. They have re- 
sponded in vague’ and indefinite promises of 
conciliation, and in dark and omingus hints of 
coercion, in which we find very little of hope 
or encouragement. We have appealed to Con- 
gress, and both houses of Congress have practi- 
cally confessed their inability to grasp or 'to 
understand the causes, the tendencies or the 
dangers of this novel, startling and incompre- 
hensible Southern revolution. Wo haye ap- 
pealed to the State authorities of tho great 
central States of New York and Pennsylvania 
to call in cach a State Convention in behalf of 
the Union, and the only response we hear is 
the “cnforcement of the laws.” Meantime, the 
strong opposing currents of Union and dis- 
union are appronching each other, and how 
are we to tura them aside into the channels of 
pence? 

We have only left us this Jast resort of a di- 
reot appeal to the peoplo of the North. We can 
reach them through these approaching New 
England State elections. Let, then, the issue 
indicated be made in New Hampshire, and tho 
result there may be decisive, either for a resto 
ration of the Union, in a liberal compromise 
from the North, or for the division of the Union 
into two, three or half a dozen petty and 
belligerent republics. 


Tue. Cowrtications or THE Crry GovEns- 
steyT—Wuar 13 To Become or New York'—The 
government of the city of New York isreduced 
to a mere succession of petty quarrels between 
the co-ordinate boards of the Corporation, the 
county boards, the Mayor, Aldermen, Super- 
visors, the Police Commissioners and execu- 
tive officers of the departments. Some one 
branch of the government is perpetually at war 
with another; to-day itis the Mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen that are in controversy; then 
itis the Supervisors and the Mayor, while the Le- 
gislature and the city are always engaged in a 
conflict of ono kind or another. Meantime the 
finances are in jeopardy, the police establish- 
ment is wretchedly mismanaged, and the whole 
fabric of government is going to ruin. Where 
all this is to end it is not easy tosee. All 
around us revolution is progressing, and the 
total destruction of the confederacy is threaten- 
ed. There is a probability that the country 
may be divided into two separate confedera- 
cles—that pf the North and S—at-~ 5 
mov wepromiic w Wicaauily May De averved? yel, | 
viewing the condition of affuirs in their present 
aspect, ope bardly knows where to look for 
hope or oid to guide us out of the difficulty. 

And if it must come to this—if we are to have 
two republics instead of onc—in such an event 
what position is New York to assume? We are 
not prepared to advise the secession of the city 
from the State, as has been suggested in other 
quarters; but there is another and a better 
course which might be pursued, and yet main- 
tain the inlependence, the prosperity and the 
dignity of this great metropolis. If the Union 
be rent asunder into two confederacies, the 
federal property and the archives of the na- 
tion must be located somewhere besides in 
the present federal capital. Washington must 
be abandoned to the government of the South. 
Why not, then, constract a new federal district 
here? Let us take, for example, the counties 
of New York, Kings, Queens, Suffolk (the threo 
latter comprising Long Island), the counties 
of Richmond and Westchester, and Bergen, in 
New Jersey, including Newark, and make of 
them a federal district—a new “District of Co- 
lombia,” or “District of Washington” if you 
\ill—or to be called by any other name. Let 
the Capitol be erected on the heights of Wee- 
hawken, & magnificent site, overlooking the 
noblest prospect perhaps in the world. Let 
the government of the entire District be en- 
trusted to the hands of the Congress of the 
Northern republic, and then we would haye 
some chance of a government which might be 
called such—secure from the tinkering of th 
Albany Legislature, and the squabbling of 
conflicting authorities in the Corporation. 

Nature has marked out this locality as the 
great contre of the country, and in any event 
New York must maintain ber commercial su- 
premacy, whether it be in a republic of thirty- 
three States, one and indivisible—if Providence 
shall so will it—or in a confederacy limited to 
a fewer number, north of a dividing line. In 
the event of separation, then, let the seat of the 
federal government be located here. As for 
the buildings now occupied by the government 
‘at Washington, they could be disposed of at 
auction to the South for whatever they will 
bring. 


Wonk ror me Grasp Jony—The Grand 
Jury, in obedience to Jndge Smailey's charge, 
hove summoned a large number of witnesses 
to testify aa to the sale and transmission of 
arms and munitions of war to the seceding 
Southern States. Among other persons who 
haye been summoned to appear and testify is 
Mr. John Hoey, the Superintendent of Adams 
& Co.'s Express, a concern which does the 
largest amount of the carrying trade between 
the North and the South. This is all very well; 
but we hope that the Grand Jury will not stop 
here. Treason is defined by Judge Smalley to 
bo giving aid and comfort to the enemy, and 
the Court holds South Carolina to be the 
enemy. Now, if the gunmaker or hardware 
dealers are guilty of treason, why are not the 
butchers, the poulterers and the four merch- 
ants equally responsible to the law? Certainly 
the sending of a turkey, or bushel of corn, or 
a barrel of flour, is as heinous an offence as the 
transmission of a rifle or a cannon. So let 
Washington market look gat. 


Tux Presext Cosprmoy oy Tue Coostrr Tm 
Wonk or raz Pourricuss—It is a sorry sight 
to sce this great nation going to pieces after 
eighty years of unexampled prosperity, and 
ot a time, too, when all the material clement of 
continued success, wealth, power and greatness 
ure present to a degree thatno other country on 
the face of the earth ever possessed at any 
one period In the history of nations. And this 
sight is all the more deplorable when we con- 
sider the miserable influences and agencies 
which are bringing sbout this terrible calami- 
ty; for itis not the people who deeree the ruin 
of the republic; it is being destroyed against 
their will; yet they arc not permitted to raiso a 
voice or an arm initsdefence. Two to ono of the 
voters of the country are in favor of the Union 
and the constitution, and against sectional par- 
ties and fanatical abstractions.
